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•The  lowp  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  Unit  of 
a  nr.Gion-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating-  n  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agricultuj-e  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Deparcment  of  Agriculture^     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one^-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States^. 

'The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Eeporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years     there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,   commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
State  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  cou-nties.     Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  availa/ble 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time*     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  da-ta  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  "being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  ITedera.l  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Herman  Ve  Strand 
State-wide  '3(ork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  6c~l-72~155  of  the  Work  Projects  Adininistration.     Official  Project 
665-72-3-35  furnished  the  m^^terial  for  Tables  24  and  26. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  he ^n  released  for  puhlication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  official 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa,  laws.

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lO'TA  AG?-I CULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  DAVIS  COUIITY 


D-^.vis  Coimty  at  one  time  belonged  to  the  original  counties  of  Deuioine 
and  Vrn  Baren.     It  was  established  with  its  joresent  "boundaries  in  iS-iy-i  and 
named  for  Garret  Davis,  a  Kentucky  statesman.     The  location  of  this  county 
near  the  State  line  caused  it  to  be  overrun  by  honters,  traT^pers,  bee  hunt- 
ers, and  adventurers  from  Missouri,     This  situation  makes  it  difficult  to 
determine  the  first  real  settler.    However,  it  is  well  established  that  in 
1837  Jr.aes  H.  Jordan  built  a  trading  post  along  the  Des  Moines  River  in  che 
north-ecst  corner  of  the  county.    He  was  followed  in  1839-1840  by  Van  Caldwell 
and  others  who  located  near  him.     In  1842  a  ]iost  office  was  established  in  the 
count;}-  'it  a  point  called  Fox;   this  was  on  the  extreme  western  limit  of  the 
Black  Hawk  Purchase.     In  1844  a  site  was  selected  for  the  county-sep.t  and 
named  Bloomfieldo     1/    Another  town  in  the  county  is  Drakesville,  nrmed  for 
John  Adams  Dralce ,  original  ovmer  of  the  toTO  site  and  a  relative  of  the  Znglish- 
man,  Sir  Francis  Drake,     It  was  located  on  the  old  Alexander  Trail,  the  main 
higlaw'-^^  of  travel  from  the  Mississippi  River  to  Council  Bluffs  in  pioneer  days, 
Francis  Ivlarion  Drake  (1830-1903),  Governor  of  Iowa  from  1896  to  1898,  was  bom 
and  grevi/  to  manhood  here.  2/ 

This  county  was  the  hunting  ground  of  the  Sac  and  Fox  Indians.  Chief 
Black  Hawk  spent  the  last  days  of  his  life  in  Davis  County  and  was  "buried  in 
the  old  council  grounds  at  the  upper  end  of  lowaville.     Chief  Keokulc  also  had 
a  residence  about  a  mile  down  the  river  from  that  of  Chief  Black  Hawk,  3/ 

'7iie  first  railroad  within  the  co"unty  was  the  "North  Missouri",  comxjleted 
to  Bloomfield  in  February,  1869.     It  is  now  a  part  of  the  Vfabash  Railway 
system,  4/ 

Area 

Davis  County  is  approximately  20  by  24  miles  in  extent,  embracing  •iOl 
square  miles  5/,  or  320,640  acres.     Of  this  number  307,876  acres  are  farm 
lands,     S/     There  are  15  townships  of  unequal  size  in  the  county  and  it  ranks 
fiftieth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,  sharing  this  place  with  Grundy  Goiuity.

_'iie  soils  of  Davis  County  r^ve  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to  tlioir 
orijin  -nd  classification;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swam-j  -nd  oottom- 
land,     Tne  drift  soils  cover  44c  9  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into 
Lindle,7  lorm — 25.7  percent,  ond  Shelby  loam — 19.2  percent,     'Ihe  loess  ^^oils 
cover  37, S  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Clinton  loam — 11,2  per- 
cent, Putnam  loam — 8.5  percent,   Qrundy  silt  loom — 17.7  ;oercent,  IDdina  silt 
loaiu— ^,1  j^ercent,  and  Marion  silt  loam— (^.4  percent.

Topography 

Davis  County  is  crossed  by  the  Des  Ivloines  Hiver,  which  passes  through  the 
northeast  corner,  and  by  several  of  its  tributaries,  najnely,   Soap,  Lick,  Salt, 
and  Chenuest  creeks.     Pox  River,  IJorth  and  South  Wyacondah,  and  Fabius  u'hich 
flow  into  the  Mississippi  Hiver,  pass  through  the  county.     Along  these  sti'eams 
and  uroon  the  highlands  adjoining  are  extensive  groves  of  the  finest  timber, 
the  c'lvides  between  the  streams  are  generally  smooth  prairie,  sufficiently 
rolling  to  provide  natural  drainage,  8/ 

Climate 

The  rverage  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  50,6  degrees.  9/ 
The  PV3rr§e  precipitation  for  43  years,   (1878-1921)  was  34.25  inches,  and  the 
growing:  season  averaged  166  days  between  "che  killing  frost  dates  of  Aoril  23 
and  Tctooer  6  recorded  from  1916  to  1930,  10/ 

Population 

This  county  enjoyed  a  rapid  iDopulation  growth  in  the  early  days,  but 
since  1830  a  noticeable  decline  has  occurred.     In  1930  there  were  22  persons 
per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44,     The  following 
table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-year  intervals:

It  is  a  purchasing  cooperative  and  in  1937  it  had 
a  business  volume  of  ^547, 632.

Purchasing  cooioerati ve s  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
di  stx-ibution  to  their  members,  and  patrons,  and  sellin.^  cooperatives  ma.rket

Ihe  record  year  for  a.pples  was  in  1909,  when  82,319  trees  and  1-':8,,319 
bushels  were  recorded.     In  1934  there  were  only  13,842  trees  and  1,688 
bushels.     The  greatest  n-'oraber  of  peach  trees,  38,108  \¥as  reported  in  19'"9, 
and  the  greatest  momber  of  bushels,  1,636,  was  listed  in  1874.

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In  19^9  the  peak  year  for  plT:ms  and  cherries,  17,662  plum  trees  yielded  3,660 
bushels,  and  13,881  cherry  trees  produced  5,481  hushels.     The  hest  ye-r  for 
grapes  was  1884,  when  32,791  vines  and  154,874  pounds  of  grapes  were  reported.18. 


Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 


The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  com  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)   all  com,   (2)   com  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn 
cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of 
production,  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  rnd 
added  to  summations  of  individual  fnrm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This 
assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that 
actually  husked. 

In  1934  nnd  193b,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  a^nd  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage 
not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  to'.vnshipsc     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only 
on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is 
sho\Tn  by  tov/nship  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the 
acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.  'The 
county  suramrry  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjust- 
ed for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  ma.y  legitimate- 
ly be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions 
for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  toTOship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  ond  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  o.nd  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1954  and  1936.
